The Duty of Parents—Teach Your 
Children the Art of Self 
Control. 


Presence of mind is a quality much 
talked of, much hono and—little 
cultivated ; yet, like most other good 
things in this world, requires culti- 
vation to 5 it to any — ol 
r oe 

it a natural ‘rift me people 
there are, doubtless, to whom it 
comes naturally and by instinct to 
do the right thing at the right time 
and place, but they are few in 
num ber. * again, some people 
are by nature cooler-headed than 
their neighbors, and do not scream 
and otherwise become useless just 
when their services are — 
But this quiet composure, though 
very valuable, is not quite the same 
as presence of The ye —

and — to account that knowledge. 
From earliest ible age 
children eh should be taught self-control 
and the instinct of - to remedy 
any mistake or accident they may 
encounter. Teach your child, if he 
cuts himself anywhere, at once to 
hold the two sides of the cut tightly 
together, to 8 the bleeding, and 
then to cry if he likes; instead of, 
as children usually do, — 
about, howling and s the 
wounded part violentl “thus making 
it bleed and smart oubly. Show 
him that if he burns or scorches him- 
self, he can save himself much pain 
by — the place with wet 
soap, or cold cream, or fuller's earth, 
or violet powder, all or any of whic h 
are pretty sure to be within reach in 
nursery. 
But if boys require to be taught 
self-control, doubly so do girls. 
Having, by nature, weaker nerves 
and a more vivid imagination, they 
shrink from pain, suffering, and 
danger in. a fashion utterly unin- 
telligible to their brothers. But the 
more natural this shrinking is, the 
more carefully should they be taught 
to govern it. Girls should acquire 
at least the rudiments of nursing, 
and learn the best and easiest 
attainable remedies for the or- 
dinary accidents of daily life, just 
as certainly and as a matter of course 
as * are taught to sew and to 
Especially’ shou should quiet and 
—— impressed upon them. 
Calmness is not insensibility, though 
many people confound them. A girl 
is not hard-hearted and unfeeling 
because she can witness painful 
sights, and if need be lend a steady, 
firm hand to the doctor or nurse. 
On the contrary, she has usually 
twenty times the sympathy and un- 
selfish kindness of that delicate little 
damsel who has no command what- 
ever over herself, and fills the room 
with shrieks, winding up by running 
away the very moment an extra 
hand might be useful.

Tun subject of the restriction or 
regulation of foreign immigration 
bas been occupying the attention of 
our legisiators during the recess. 
Several measures dealing with the 
subject have already been intro- 
duced and still others may be looked 
for. One of these measures, intro- 
duced by Senator Farwell, prohibits 
the immigration of convicts and 
paupers, idiots and insane persons. 
Another bill, introduced by Senator 
Morrill, is designed to regulaie im- 
migration. It requires American 
consuls upon application to inquire 
about and certify to the moral char- 
acter and ability to earn support o! 
intending immigrants, and levies a 
duty of $2 a head upon foreigner: 
not having a certificate, Another 
measure of a cognate kind is a bil 
introduced by Senator Stanford, 
which requires ten years’ residence 
before foreigners can declare their 
intentien to become citizens of the 
United States, except iu the case of 
those arriving before the age of 
twenty-one years, when a residence 
of only six years cau be required. 
The materials for a very interesting 
discussion before Congress will be 


found in the immigration question 
in the form which it is now assum- 


SS 

SENATOR STANFORD will intro- 
duce a bill in Congress, at the first 
opportunity, to amend the natural- 
ization laws so as to provide that 
no person immigrating from a for- 
eign country to the United States 
can become a citizen until after a 
residence of twenty-one years in 
the land of his adoption.

What an American Doctor Says.

Seven other members of the crew, 
among them being Purser Everett 
and First Mate Green, were then 
ordered to take to the other boat,

The Mead of a Welf and of an 
Indian Deg Nearly the Same. 


A bleached and ghastly objéct was 
being handled recent! 5 r. Fred - 
erick A. Lucas, the 4 ogist at the 
National Museum here. He had 
taken it from a coffin-like box, and 
explained to two or three persons 
that it was the skull of an Esqui- 
maux sledge dog. 

This skrull,“ said Mr. Lucas, 
„ears out the stories of the rough 
treatment which these dogs receive. 
See there,“ pointing to a spot over 
the eye, where a portion of the bone 
had been broken off, it took a 
heavy blow to do that; and look at 
this leg,’’ continued the bone man, 
taking several long bones from the 
box and deftly putting them together. 
“You see that leg was broken and 
was never — to heal perfectly. 
That dog had to limp along very 
painfully after he was injured. See 
how this joint was deformed and 
how it must have creaked, he con- 
tinued, working one of the bones 
against the other like a pump-handle, 
to show the defect in the joint. 

Mr. Lucas stopped in front of a 
case wherein were displayed a series 
of skulls arranged in a row for com- 
parison. The labels showed that 
two skulls in the upper row, begin- 
ning on the right, were those of 
Indian dogs; next to them was that 
of an Egyptian mummied dog, and 
then in order the skulls of a New- 
foundland, qf a common dog, & 
hairless Chigese dog, a Laverack 
setter, a Saiut Bernard, a bulldog, 
and an English pug. In another 
row below was a series of skulls of 
wild dogs—wolves, coyotes, and 
foxes. 

„This series will show,” said Mr. 
Lucas, the effect of domestication, 
the development of the cranium 
under domestication. The skull of 
the Indian dog there, you see, differs 
very little from that of the wolf 
below it. You see it has very little 
forehead and a very long jaw. 48 
you go along, now,” he continued, 
you will find the facial angle in- 
creases, the forehead is developed 
at the expense of the jaw, which 
becomes shorter. This collection 
gives merely an outline. There are 
many intermediate steps. Dogs are 
classified into mastiffs, hounds, 
spaniels, and woll dogs. The wolf 
dogs, such as these, continued Mr. 
Lucas, pointing to the Indian dogs 
and the Egyptian dogs, are nearest 
the original stock. In fact, it is ver 
difficult sometimes to distinguis 
the skull of a wolf from that of an 
Indian dog. Yes, the teeth are the 
same, and you in notice all along 
the line there isa similarity in the 
teeth. When you reach the pug, at 
the end, the teeth are crowded and 
the imcisors lap over. Then the
